York says: "The increase in North- 
em Pacific's gross earnings the first 
nineteen days of December was $418,- 
OOOover the same period last year. 

"President Elliott Is authority for 
the statement that Northern Paclilc Is 
producing an average of -10 miles a 
tiny out of Us equipment, or nearly 
three times the average daily running 
service of a box car on several of the 
Eastern roads at this time. 

"Vice Pr-jsldent Hannoford, in charge 
or traffic, says business Is still at top 
notch. The blizzard early in the sea- 
son stopped loading two or three days, 
but had no lasting effect upon traffic, 
The wheat crop lias been about half 
moved. Mr. Hannaford says the qual- 
ity of the immigration has been un- 
usually good, most of it coming from 
Eastern stales. Northern Pacific la 
making no bid for Europeans. 

"Northern Pacille has an order of 
y.OOO box cars and 500 coal cars with 
steel settings in wooden frames. 

"There has been spent during 1 1)05 
$10, 000, (ton in extensions and Improve- 
ments and equipment. This amount 
has been divided about evenly be- 
tween the capital and expense ac- 
counts. This year about half as much 
more will be similarly spent and pre- 
sumably Similarly divided. It is un- 
derstood that present plans for North- 
ern Pacific call for an outlay of 
$20,000,000. 

"Northern Pacille has sold none of 
Us lands tin' past year, having taken 
its lands Oft the market after it sold 
the last large block to a syndicate. 
But land sales along its lines in 190,6. 
according t" Land Commissioner 
Cooper, were twice as large in cost and 
almost twice as large in acreage as In 
1004. The most activity was in North 
Dakota, with Washington a close sec- 
ond. 

"Northern Pacific officials are not 
inclined to lay much stress on the dis- 
covery of hard coal on the St. Paul & 
Dtiluth line near Duluth. Every once 
In a while a similar discovery is re- 
ported, but no real evidence of a car- 
boniferous formation lias ever been 
traced. As it has always happened 
that coal beds have, been found not far 
from great iron ore Holds, many people 
argue that there is a coal supply In 
Minnesota somewhere, or not far 
away."

Gotirlay and Mackenzie (William Lyon) 
had favored it in somewhat crude form

patients. That tact, however, does 
not detract from the value of his lost i- 1 
mony so far as his own experience 
goes, ami it must be conceded that he 
is a careful Investigator. Like the 
true scientist, he only speaks of what [ 
be knows and refuses to accept asser- 
tions of others, on th" point, not con-' 
firmed by his own observations. 

( >n the other hand, we have testi- 
mony of many clergymen and we have 
a great stock of tradition as lo death- 
bed testimony quite opposed lo Dr. 
osier's 'theory. History, biography, 
fiction and the drama have delighted 
in magnifying the Importance of ante- 
mortem details. The authenticity of 
a great deal that does not pretend to 
he fiction may reasonably be ques- 
tioned; and of the truth of much that 
is recorded we shall never have the 
means of verifying by wiiat could he 
accepted as Indubitable evidence. 

Whether Dr. Osier is orthodox in his 
views or not does not really nffeel 
the question at issue. If In- he a true 
scientist, bis statements are made 
without prejudice to those who have 
contrary evidence to offer. They im- 
probably presented without the object 
of undermining faith in a hereafter.

The law of averages in human affairs 
is as unrepeatable ac tha law of gravi- 
tation.

Fear is also felt for the safety ot' 
the ship Aginor, which sailed from Sagi- 
naw bay, Alaska, October 12-1, bound tor 
Yokohama, Japan. Since the vessel 
cleared from Alaskan waters she has not 
been reported. The ship was under 
ShartcsLS of C. II. Lilly Company, of

forty days. The average passage is about 
thirty-live rays for sailing vossls.

Now that: the Canadian 
l'aciiic Railway is building a, branch 
into that district I buve no hesitation m 
saying that umpk> capital will be easily 
forthcoming. My mission hero at this 
lime was to investigate titles, ami this 
lias been successfully performed, thanks 
in the courteous assistance rendered me 
by the officials of your Lands & Works 
department. In my home city are four 
different companies or syndicates hold- 
ing interests in the Nicola, besides sev- 
eral Individuals. We are about to or- 
ganize a strong development company t<> 
acquire anil consolidate all these varied 
interests. With the assurances that we 
now have of a railway we onii get all 
the money we need for development anil 
machinery. I might Hny that several 
Portland civic officials in high standing 
are interested in these undertakings and 
a lively interest is being manifested in 
the proposed consolidation.

I'M Davis, a partner in the linn of 
Jeff Davis & Co.. a pioneer mercantile 
bouse of Qraud Forks was in the city 
yesterday en route to Vancouver. Seen 
hist night at the Drinrd hotel, Mr. Da vis 
chatted entertainingly on conditions in 
the Boundary district of which bis home 
town is known as "The Gateway City.' 
"With eight furnaces in full operation 
at the Granby smelter 2,800 tons of cop- 
per-gold ore is 'being turned into matte 
taeh 2-1 hours. We are proud to lay 
claim to the fact that this si' ''tor while 
by far the largest in Canada ranks 
equal to some of the largest in operation 
on the other sh!e of the line, and with 
the contemplated enlargements it will 
not bo very long before the Grand 
Porks smelter will be the biggest of its 
class on the continent." was -the manner 
in which the visitor hopefully described 
smelter conditions at Grand Forks. Con- 
tinuing he said: "The North Fork 
camp, some 45 miles north of the city 
has for some months been attracting 
much attention. The recent develop- 
ment of the wonderfully rich copper ore 
bodies at the McKinley and other mines 
is resulting in many enquiries and we 
expect a large number to go in when 
spring opens np. Yes, it is generally un- 
derstood that Denize lias obtained 1be 
McKinley mine. It is said to be under 
bond for the sum of $200,000. The deal 
was negotiated successfully by George 
McLeod. the manager of the company 
owning the mine." 

Of business conditions— as affecting 
the- merchants— in the Boundary dis- 
trict, Mr. Davis described us being very 
healthy. The recent labor troubles at 
two of the sm el tens with regard to an 
eight-hour day for the employees was 
happily settled mill tin- smelters would 
at once he "blown ill." 

From the High Grade Belt 
Another Boundary man visiting in the 
city is Duncan Mcintosh. He is stop- 
ping at the King Edward hotel. Mr.

Speaking with particular reference to 
the high grade mines, he told the Colon- 
ist reporter last night that in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Greenwood there 
were fully a score being actively devel- 
oped.
